HARLKM’S STAKE PBOORAM. 

Seven stakes ara annonneed by Secretary Na> 
thansoQ for the Harlem Jockey Clnb’t two 
weeks cf racing in September, Three are for 
threa-yaar-olda and upward, two ara for two- 
year-olds, one is for all ages and one is a Bteepls- 
chase. Tbe Btceplschaee, one of tbe two-year- 
old races and two of the others are handicaps, 
BO tbe hard-working ssoretary has plenty on his 
hands. 

In accordance with the announcement made 
last week Secretary Nathaneon will pat two 
stakes on tha card for Labor Day, which is the 
opening day of tha meeting. These two will ba 
the September Handicap, $800 addsd, a steeple- 
chase over the fnll coarse, and tba Prairie State 
Selling Stakes, $1,000 added, for three-year-olds 
end upward, a mile and a furlong. 

The Sapling Stakes will bs ran on Thursday, 
September 5. It ie a ebarp burst of a half mile 
tor two.year-olds, and thirty-one of the beet in 
the west are entered. 



Satnrday, September 7, will bring tha Garden 
City Handicap, six furlongs, for three-year-olds 
and upward, and Secretary Nathsnson has be- 
fore him tba task of allotting weights to no 
fewer than 127 entries. At $10 entry fee, $50 ad- 
ditional to start, and $1,500 addsd by tbe Harlem 
Jockey Clnb, this popnlar sprint race will ba 
worth over $3,000 when tha horses go to the post. 

Tbe Jnnior Stakes, a handicap for two-year- 
olds, at six furlongs, will ba mn Tnesday, Sep- 
tamber 10. This race will ba worth bat little 
less than $3,000, for there are 93 entries, and the 
added money and fees are the same as those 
jnst mentioned. All the youngsters of good 
class in this part of tha country are engaged 
and tbe probability is that a fine field will go to 
tbe post. 

The Cicero Ballin.g Stakes promises an inter- 
esting contest on Thursday, Sept. 12, as it Is a 
race of a mile for all ages and there ara 40 en- 
tries, 

Tha Maywood Handicap will be the feature 
event of tha card for the last day of the meet- 
ing, Satnrday, September 14. It is for three- 
year- olds and upward, $10 entrance, $40 addi- 
tional to start, $1,000 added. The distance is a 
mile and one hnndred yards, and among ths 
thirty-eight entries are pretty nearly all the 
good handicap horses in the west, inch as 
Pink Coat, Sidney Lucas, Caviar, Robert 
Waddell, The Lady, Advance Guard (which 
will probably be back from tha east by that 
time), Malay, Sam Fallen, Vnlcain, Gonfalon, 
Federal, Tbe Conqueror II,, Hernando, Admoni- 
tion, Star Chamber, etc.

Chancery llrs( and 
MacLaran second, Corrillo finishing a nismal 
third. 

The sprint race, a free handicap at six fnr- 
longs, went to Vnloaie which, easily disposing 
of Maggie Davis after catching her at tha last 
eighth post won by fonr lengths. Maggie 
Davis just bad enough left to boat the fast clos- 
ing Caviar one length for second place. The 
lest named ran as if a little short and the race 
should do him some good. Bernato, which 
started for the first time here, ran a creditable 
race and was right there for five and a half fnr- 
longs. Lannap was overweighted and conld not 
extend herself to any advantage in tha peenliar 
going and was a badly beaten mare at the 
finish. 

Haviland was the hot thing in tha first race, 
being backed down from 3 to 1 to 6 to 5 at post 
call, bnt the best ha could do was to rnn second 
to Brownie Anderson, she rnnning a good race 
in the peculiar going and winning quite easily 
by three lengths, while Haviland beat Sam 
Laearas Esq five for second place. Sam Laea- 
rns Esq, ran a doll race as compared with his 
recent showings, bnt the track had probably 
dried ont too mnoh to suit him. Haviland 
appeared to be the winner when a furlong ont, 
bnt tired badly when cballenged by the winner 
and swerved toward the inside rail. 

Mnresca despite ber impost of 110 pounds, 
which many thonght would anchor her, took 
the second race very easily, leading from flag 
dip to wire. Jack Rattlin, off poorly, made np 



aaneh gronnd he the time the lest sixteenth post 
bad been reached bnt he had no chance what- 
ever to beat the winner no matter where he got 
off. Mnresca beat him by four lengths while be 
finished one in front of Pyrrho. Herodiade ran 
a poor race and is far from being in the good 
form he showed last spring. 

The closest finish of the day took place in the 
sixth race, when Frangible succeeded in getting 
his head neder the wire in front of Tammany 
Chief, Odnor led by e sang margin ep to the 
lest eighth poet, where he qnit, giving way to 
Frangible, which appeared to be an easy win- 
ner in the last sixteenth, bnt Ranch brought 
Tammany Chief np with a rnsh near the wire, 
censing Frangible to be driven ont to tha last 
ounce to win. Odnor, well spent, was third two 
lengths away. The track bad driad out too 
much to salt George Lee. Little Elkin ran well 
for nearly a mila. 

Zack Phelps, a rank outsider in the batting, 
took the last race easily. He lay far ont of it 
to tha bead of tha stretch, where Hope swung 
wide with him to the good going on the outside 
rail, and he fairly ran away from bis field, down 
the last quarter winning by four lengths from 
Bright Night, on which Della Ostrand and Wal- 
lenetein were lapped in the order named. Bright 
Night made np much ground when coming 
down the final quarter. Wallenstein tired at 
the end. 

Horsemen declare that the program book fo^ 
next week at Hawthorne, as compiled by Sec- 
retary Clark, is the beet one that has yet bean 
pat oet this season at the track. It provides 
for six races each day with the exception of 
Saturday next, when seven events are sched- 
uled. The stake events to ba decided, three in

The horses Sam Lazams Esq. and Herodiade 
are to be schooled at tha barrier before theg 
can start again.
